LORD CLEYLESMORE IS 
TARGET FOR CRITICISM 


Openly Accused of Having 
Done His Best te Bring About 
Present Crash, 


London, Feb. 16.—Members of 
National Rifle Association mustered in 
force on Saturday for the general win- 
ter meeting. The meeting is an annual 
affair, and on ordinary occasions en- 
gaged in more or less perfunctory bus- 
iness of adopting the report of the N, 
R, A. Council and the election of new 
members to its beard, On Saturday, 
however, the big attendance indicated 
hat something was in the wind, After 
the formal busiltess had been cleared 
away, a great deal of discussion took 
place concerning the new rules that the 
War Office, through the army council, 
is insisting on for the government of 
future Bisley meets. Several of those 
present expressed their feelings toward 
the War Office and the new regula- 
tions in no measured terms, and even 
the chairman, Lord Cheylesmore, was 


not spared a fair amount of criticism, | 


for one member openly accused him 
of having done his best for some time 
past to bring about the present crash. 

Major Fletcher, Mr, Tippins, and 
other well-known riflemen, hoped that 
it would go from that meeting to the 
Canadian Minister of Militia, 
Sam Hughes, that the N, R. A. had not 
created the present difficulty, referring 
specifically to the Ross rifle feature, but 
that it was entirely the work of “a 
jumping Jimmie showman” at the War 
Office (name not specified). The speak- 
ers commended Hughes for the*bold at- 
titude he had taken. 

Letter From King Gearge. 

Lord Cheylesmore hereupon read a 
letter from His Majesty, King George, 
expressing his earnest hope that Can- 
adians would not be prevented from at- 
tending at Bisley this year. 

A member jumped up, “Sir,” said he, 
addressing the court, “have you ex- 
plained the real condition of things to 
His Majesty?" 

“No,” answered Lord Cheylesmore 
curtly, a reply which was received by a 
chorus of approval, Lord Cheylesmore 
went on to give a brief account of the 
serious situation, and said that in Apri! 
last the N, R. A, Council had received 
an ultimatum from the War Office to 
the effect that the War Office was ap- 
pointing-a.cimmittee to go Into the ac- 
count of the N. R. A. The members of 
the N. BR. A, Including the speaker, 
attended a meeting of this committee, 
this being a request of the army coun- 
cil. ; 
Lord Cheylesmore went on to say 
that although he did his best to put the 
position of the N. R, A. before them, 
he could see that they would be ultim- 
ately left with a Hobsons choice. The 
war office practicaly issued an ultim- 
atum that unless the N. Ro A. complied 
with the War Office suggestions about 
conditions for the King’s prize and 
other territorial competitions, the War 
Offive would not give the Bisley meet- 
any assistance in the way of camp eqip- 
ment, ammunition, ete,

3,000 LETTERS DAILY 

THRGUGH POST OFFICE 

Many Letters Have to be Re- 

turned Owing to Care- 
lessness, 


That the post office clerks are deaily 
called do a lot of extra work 
which the despatch of the 
mails considerably is the information 
from Postmaster 
Fisher, the secre- 
The latter 
had occasion some days ago to call the 
}attentton of the postmaster to the fact 
that he had received lately a number 
of complaints from men living in out- 
iside cities who had malled letters to 
well known men in Edmonton The 
letters, not having the street name 
and house number affixed were re- 
turned to the dead letter office 

The secretary of the board of trade 
suggested that a reference to the tele- 
phone directory would easily  huye 
located the correct address of the 
party whese letter was particularly 
referred to. The postmaster in reply- 
ing, pointed out avery important mat- 
ter that should be taken. to heart by 
a large number of the citizens of Ed- 
monton, many of whom seem to have 
the {dea yet that the city 1s still a 
srnall town where it is not necessary 
to give the street name or house num- 
ber of the person to whom a letter fs 
being sent. The postmaster states 
further that there are upwards of 
8.000 letters daily passing through the 
post office for address or change of 
address and that the department is 
making thousands of corrections {In 
the directory and doing  evervthing 
nossible to keep up to date and thus 
he prepared to put on the Information 
that is so often omitted by the senders. 

The postmaster says that It Is ahso- 
Intely necessary in a city the size of 
Fdmonton to put the name of the 
treet and the house number on all 
letters, If this were done by the 
eitivens It would mean that many 
hours of unnecessary work would be 
anved to the nost office emplovees and 
A more prompt mail delivery service 
wonld result to the citizens.

|Pacific Coast Delegates Stop

W. A, Mackenzie, representing the 
Toronto Ad club, was in the city 
Saturday afternoon and paid visits to 
Secretary Milne of the Industrial as- 
sociation and August Wolf of the 
Press bureau, with a view to having as 
large a delegation as possible go from 
here to the convention of the As- 
sociated Advertising clubs of America, 
which meet in the Queen city in June 
next. 

Mr, Mackenzie says that the Edmon- 
ton club (now the Industrial associa- 
tion) has attracted a great deal of at- 
tention wherever he has been, especially 
in eastern Canada, At present the 
entire continent has its eye on the local 
association and the work it is doing, 
he says. 

He states that. Toronto expects 6,000 
admen at the big convention. Houston, 
Texas, reserved 160 rooms in one of 
the fine Toronto hotels as soon as it 
was announced that the meeting would 
be held there. It is expected that the 
Edmonton delegation will be the 
largest from western Canada, 

The Pacific coast delegates, who ex- 
pect to stay off here for a day or two, 
are coming from ‘Frisco to Vancouver 
via steamer and from there to here via 
Cc.

‘Alberta Spends Most Money 
| on Agriculture and Agricu 
| tural Education 


SASKATCHEWAN COMES 
SECOND ON THE LIST 


In Ontario and B; C. Under 
Conservative Rule a Poor 
howing. 


According to the Agricultural Gazette 
of Canada, a new publication issued 
monthly under the direction of Hon. 
Martin Burrell, dominion minister of 
agriculture, Alberta expends more 
money per capita on agriculture and 
agricultural education than any other 
province in Canada, The amounts 
spent in this way by each province in 
1918 were: 

Alberta, $909,020; Saskatchewan, 
$621,414; Manitoba, $282,700; British 
Columbia, $821,086; Ontario, $1,210,074; 
Quebec, $616,550; Nova Scotia, $78,820; 
New Brunsweik, $49,300; and Vrince 
Edward Island, $17,440. 

Charles 8S, Hotchkiss, provincial 
publicity commissioner, has perused 
the first issue of the gazette, and states 
that the dominion grant for 1913 was 
paid to Alberta on a basis of 439,000 
population, which means that over $2 
was spent by the provincial depart- 
ment of agriculture for every man, 
woman and childiin the proyince, aa 
against less than’50 tents by Manitoba, 
which is an older proyince and which 
has received big grauts since the pre- 
sent dominion government came into 


power, 
British Columbia, the western pro- 
vince which owns its natural re- 


jsources, expended only $321,086 on 
agriculture, not much more than one- 
third of the amount spent by Alberta, 
Although the 1911 census gave the 
Pacific province a larger population 
and Alberta does not own her natural 
resources and therefore has not the 
same sources of revenue to draw from. 

Saskatchewan, the other western 
province under liberal rule, although 
not up to Alberta, makes a much better 
showing than the other two, says Mr, 
Hotchkiss, having put $621,414 into 
agriculture last year, while, like 
Alberta, not owning her resources and 
with a dominion government hostile to 
giving her large grants such as are 
enjoyed by Manitoba, 

In the east, Ontarlo, with nearly 
3,000,000 population, It Is claimed, spent 
$1,210,074 on the farming industry; 
Quebec, $616,560; Nova Scotia, $78,820; 
New Brunswick, $49,300; and Prince 
Edward Island, $17,440, all very much 
below Alberta per capita. 

Mr. Hotchkiss, who is greatly helped 
in his work of attracting settlers and 
capital to the province by such figures 
as these, says that Alberta is the pro- 
vince which educates men to the farm 
instead of from it. 

“While some of the other provinces 
have been making wind-bags of them- 
selves,” he said this morning, “Alberta 
has had a minister who does things.

NOT HARMONIOUS 


City Superintendents Complain 
of Mistakes, Overcharge 
and Inefficiency. 


LINTHICUM LAYS BLAME - 
ON LACK OF CO-OPERATION 


Mayor to Get Written Opinion 
on Matter From All 
Heads, 


With the exception of the depart- 

ment of engineering, all city depart- 
ments have been wholly dissatisfied 
{with their dealings with the stores 
and works during the past year. The 
dissatisfaction has ‘not only. been gur- 
eral among the superintendents, J ut 
the dissatisfaction has extended in all 
phases of the stores and works actli- 
vities, Superintendents complain of a 
multitude of gross mistakes, of over- 
charge and of lack of proficient ser- 
vice, 

A meeting of city commissioners 
and department heads was held at the 
council chambers Saturday afternoon 
to discuss the question of policy to be 
followed this year in order to bring 
sbout°a responsible and efficient op- 
eration of the stores and works,

Little to Attract 


There was little to attract soclety

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AN INVITATION TO INSULT 
THE INTELLIGENCE OF THE ELECTORS 

Emanating from sources similar to those which inspired 
the original petition and agitation in behalf of Ex-Chief Car- 
penter, a new petition is being circulated for presentation 
to the city council. ; Spee rie 

This time the petition does not mention Ex-Chief Car- 
penter—he has been abandoned—nor does it mention: any 
charges against the present chief of police, the city council or 
any members of the city council er the commission board. 
It asks, boldly, or rather, demands, that the chief justice of 
the province of Alberta be requested to hold a judicial inves- 
tigation “touching all matters pertaining to the police force of 
the city of Edmonton.” 

While there may be some legislative bodies on this 
terrestial sphere which would consent to voluntarily relinquish 
into the hands of the courts the matters and duties and func- 
tions which they had been elected to perform the present 
whereabouts of such is not a matter of record and it is 
altogether improbable that any council which ever expected 
to maintain its dignity as such and to continue to represent 
the electors of the city of Edmonton who sent them there 
would consent to make such a humiliating spectacle of them- 
Selves as to grant such a “demand.” 

The city council was entrusted by the electors of the 
city with the duty—among other duties—of looking after the 
interests of the citizens “touching all matters pertaining to 
the police.” For that purpose, as provided by the charter, 
they have named a commissioner in whom they have con- 
fidence—otherwise they would not have named him—and 
he is at present looking into police affairs in the interests of 
the citizens of Edmonton. When he gets done he will act 
in accordance with his discretion, in the light of what he 
discovers, and just so long as the council continues to have 
confidence in his ability and capacity it must consistently rely 
upon him to protect the interests of the citizens “touching 
all matters pertaining to the police.” 

What the petition demands is that the aldermen declare 
a want of confidence in themselves and in the commissioner 
whom they have appointed and turn over the functions and 
duties which they have been elected to perform to a judge of 
the supreme court who, no matter what his ability, has not 
been elected by the citizens of Edmonton, 

A council which would consent to such a capitulation as 
this would cut a sorry figure indeed when it came to answer 
to those who had honored the members thereof with the votes 
which placed them in office. They would be saying, in effect, 
that they had received election upon false pretenses; that 
they themselves lacked confidence in their own ability and 
had to call in a supreme court judge to take off their hands 
duties which their own appointees were incompetent to per- 
form in accordance with the charter. 

The politicians behind the “demand” are quite evidently 
disinterested as to what method achieves their purpose, but 
their evident intent is to present something which bears such 
an inference of solicitude for the fair name of the city as will 
fool the aldermen into the position of proclaiming to the 
public that the city is not safe in their hands. 

The “demand” is such a palpable attempt to force the 
majority of the aldermen into an act of self-abasement and 
abnegation that the council which would grant it would insult 
the intelligence of those who voted for them and would 
become the laughing stock of the country.

Journalists, Col. Henry Watterson and 
Col. George Harvey, will be the recl- 
pients of birthday congratulations to- 
day. Marse Henry, as everybody 
knows, is editor of the Louisville 
Courier-Journal, and George Britton 
McClellan Harvey presides over the 
editorial destinies of the orth Ameri- 
can Review, as well as being the pre- 
sident of the great publishing house of 
Harper. 

Marse Henry Watterson is a unique 
figure in the American Fourth Estate. 
Iie is the last representative of the 
old personal school of Journalism, and 
his pungent, vigorous editorial utter- 
ances are read with delight,  amuse- 
ment, admiration and respect all over 
the world. He was born in Washing- 
ton seventy-four years ago today, and 
had been a reporter and editorial writ- 
er on a Washington paper, and when 
the conflicts of the battlefield were 
over he returned to the journalistic 
fold as editor of the Republican Ban- 
ner of Nashville. His editorial connec- 
tion with the Louisville Courier-Jour- 
nal began in 1868 and has continued 
without a break for forty-six years, 

Personally Col, Watterson is the 
type of the southern colonel of the old 
school, Hot of temper, quick to wrath, 
irascible, he is yet courteous, genial, 
companionable, and a lover of his fel- 
low men, Many of his piquant and 
forceful epigrams will live forever. 

Col. Harvey is a native of Vermont, 
and will pass the half-century mark 
today, He began his journalistic 
career as a reporter on the Spring- 
field, Mass., Republican, thirty-two 
years ago, and subsequently worked 
on the Chicago News.and the New 
York World, becoming managing edit- 
or of the latter paper. He made a for- 
tune in the electric railway field, and 
invested it in a controlling interest tn 
the Harper publishing house. Until 
recently he was editor of Harper's 
Weekly, 18 well as the North American 
Review, but the former publication 
was sold not long ago and {is now 


edited by Norman Hapgod, ex-editor 


of Collier's Weekly. The able journal- 
ist gained the distinction of ‘colonel” 
as a member of the staff of a South 
Carolina governor, He is tall and 
thin, and his ascetic appearance is ex- 
aggerated by a pair of enormous spec- 
tacles with rims of tortoise shell. 


Sir Gerald Augustus Lowther, the 
British diplomat who was made a 
baronet on the first of the year, was 
born fifty-six years ago today. He 
has served in the British diplomatic 
corps since 1879, his last post having 
been that of ambassador to Turkey, 
from which he resigned last year. He 
Was secretary of embassy at Washing-

Before going to the Grande Prairie 
country Mr, Gaudin was in Edmonton 
for two years, and was in the west 
since 1892, so is well able to judge as 
to the relative merits of the different 
farming districts, He has been in the 
north for the past five years, going 
there first as a homesteader and scrip 
man, and after he had proved up on 
his land, going into the store business, 
He says that the jand in the Grande 
Prairie district is uniformly good, 
practically the only difference in the 
quarters being in the amount of clear- 
ing to be done. Most of the wholly 
open land Is already taken up, and new 
settlers are gradually pushing back and 
filing on the land with more and more 
bush, Most of the country is rolling 
prairie, and nearly all js full up to the 
rest of the province, if not of better 
quality, 

What is known as the Grande 
Prairie country is bounded on the 
north by the Saddie mountains, which 
divides {t from the Spirit River dis- 
trict. There is excellent timber in this 
range, mostly jack pine and spruce. 
On the west the district is bounded by 
Swan lake, where E. P, Borden, the 
noted trapper, caught two black and 
two silyer foxes this year, and west of 
that is the Pouce Coupee country. The 
more. This rule will not only effect 
boundary, while the Wapiti is generally 
regarded as the western limits, al- 
though the same kind of country exists 
in parts south of the Wapiti river. 

After the crossing of the Smoky, 25 
miles west, there Is Grande Pratrie 
City, which, with Lake Saskatoon 15 
miles west, are the two largest places 
in the country as yet. Twelve miles 
west of Lake Saskatoon is Beaver 
Lodge, where Mr, Gaudin is located,
